SYDNEY, Australia, 
Dec. 
6.— 
(Correspondence of The Associated 
Press)— Pronouncement by 
Arthur 
J. Balfour, British Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, that Germany’s 
Colonies will not be returned to her 
after the war revives in Australia 
and New Zealand animated discus­ 
sion of the future of all the islands 
in the Pacific south of the Equator. 
Whatever conclusion is reached by 
the allies at the peace conference as 
to the disposition of German New 
Guinea and German Samoa, not to 
mention the Marshall, Caroline and 
Ladrone groups, it . is generally ad­ 
mitted that an entire recasting of the 
various administrations of the Brit­ 
ish islands is needed to develop their 
great potential wealth, afford secur­ 
ity for trade and ensure adequate 
defense. 
It is believed that a federation of 
all the British archipelago under a 
central authority having it’s seat of 
government at the most convenient 
center will eventuate after the war. 
Thus, in effect a new state w'ould 
be created which might be called the 
British Pacific Federation and might 
be administered by a Governor-Gen­ 
eral or High Commissioner. Such a 
Governor General or high commis­ 
sioner would not be concerned with 
the local governmental affairs of any 
particular group but with the feder­ 
ation as a whole. 
He might be as­ 
sociated by a council composed of ap­ 
pointed officials, representatives elect 
ed by each island group, and trade 
commissioners 
representing 
Great 
Britain, Australia, New Zealand and 
Canada. 
Local legislatures,'would, 
under such a scheme as this, have as 
large a measure of self-government 
as compatible with the proportion of 
whites to South Sea Islanders and 
Asiatics, incapable at present of self- 
government. 
It is pointed out here, 
however, 
that if the British islands are feder­ 
ated, means of communication be­ 
tween them must be provided in or­ 
der 
that 
their administration and 
general welfare may obtain. Existing 
steamer services radiate from Sydney 
in Australia and Auckland in New 
Zealand, but groups served by any 
one line have no connecting link with 
adjacent islands 
served 
by 
other 
lines, or with China and India, save 
by way of Sidney. 
Attention is called to the new well 
known fact that just'prior to the war 
Germany was engaged in linking up 
her Pacific island possessions with 
the East with a view to a monopoly 
of the copra trade; and it is argued 
from this that if there should be a 
comprehensive 
British 
steamship 
service with Singapore at one end 
New* Zealand at the other ensuring a 
continuous supply, of Asiatic* labor 
for the islands It would greatly con­ 
tribute to the material benefit of the 
proposed federation. 
Not only will German Guinea or 
Kaiser Wilhelm lknd, and 
German 
Samoa be disposed of at the peace 
table but the exceedingly valuable 
phosphate island, Nauru, the German 
Solomons, the Bismarck Archipelago, 
the Marshalls, Carolines 
and 
La- 
d rones.

BANDITS TERRORIZE 
PARTS OF CHINA 
(By the Associates Pn??si 
PEKING, Dec. 6—From almost ev­ 
ery province of China come reports 
of outrages committed by robbers 
and some of their 
recent 
exploits 
equal those of the 
terrible 
White 
Wolf who ravaged a huge stretch of 
territory before meeting a none too 
timely end. 
Shaantung is the 
happy hunting 
ground of thousands of bandits be­ 
cause of geographical facilities which 
enable the rascals when pursued by 
troops to enter adjoining 
privinces 
whence they cannot be followed. This 
state of affairs has been made much 
Worse by General Lung Chi-kwang, 
who, after his defeat in Kwang-tung 
by the southern 
armies, 
recruited 
from the Shaantung 
bandits 
fresh 
levies for his expedition. 
He secur­ 
ed wholesale a force of 5,000 men 
by promising to make their leader a 
brigadier general in the Republican 
army of China. 
Dissatisfied to find no pay forth­ 
coming, these “robber recruits” com­ 
menced looting and attacked the 
Tientsin-Pukow Railway, the link be­ 
tween Peking and Shanghai. Here, 
however, they met 
the 
Shaantung 
troops, and 
several 
battles 
were 
fought before the bandits were dis- 
Parsed. The train service was inter­ 
rupted by the bandits tearing up a 
portion of the line. 
General Lung 
Chi-Kwang denies aR responsibility 
for the misguided activities of his re­ 
cruits, but the government has pro­ 
hibited the enlistment 
of 
further 
men before their approval has been 
given. Such is the state in China to­ 
day.
